The executive merry-go-round at media 
conglomerates shows just how difficult it is to 
make gigantic companies with divergent in- 
terests (cable programmers and operators 
working under the same roof, for instance) 
work. Even as these departures reveal a fault 
line in media mergers, the FCC has signaled 
its willingness to relax media-consolidation 
rules even further. Current rules are supposed 
to ensure that our airwaves are filled with 
many viewpoints and to guard against the 
dangers of one interest controlling too many 
broadcast and media outlets.

Maurice Gibb, 1949-2003 


Rock stars don't get more unassuming than 


| Maurice Gibb, by far the quietest Bee Gee. Of the 


three Brothers Gibb, Maurice made the most 
rumental contributions (on bass and 

oards) but took few lead vocals, leaving that 
to brothers Barry and Robin. He also kept the 
lowest profile on stage and in videos. And in the 
photos of the trio from the height of their disco 
years, Maurice was the one brother who had the 
good sense to button his shirt instead of exposing 
his chest hair 

But to associate the Bee Gees with 
associating Paul McCartney with “Silly Love 
Songs”: they did that, and a lot more. The Brothers 
Gibb were a classic-model songwriting team 
trying their hands at numerous styles over the 
years. They were steered toward disco only when 
their manager, Robert Stigwood, needed a few 
songs for a film he was producing. The result was 
Saturday Night Fever (1978), arguably the biggest 
pop-culture sensation of its time. Stigwood's next 
bright idea — a film based on Sgt. Pepper's 
Lonely Hearts Club Band, starring the Bee Gees 

r npton — did considerably less well, 
and it's a tribute to the Bee Gees that their career, 
unlike Frampton's, was able to recover. 

Their disco-era work had its pleasures, guilty 
and otherwise no apology is needed for a song 
as beautifully crafted as “Nights on Broadway.” But 
there's no ibt that the Bee Gees would have 

achet if they'd stopped recording in

Moving back to their native UK in the mid ’60s, 
the Bee Gees produced some of the oddest and 
most beautiful hits of the British Invasion. Most 
were informed by a profound sense of melancholy. 
Of their first four international hits, three were 
about dead people (“I Started a Joke,” “New York 
Mining Disaster 1941,” and “I've Gotta Get a 
Message to You”). The fourth was 
“Massachusetts,” easily the best song about this 
area to be written by people who hadn't as yet 
been here 

Unlike his two brothers, Maurice never made a 
solo album. But he was behind a record that 
became a small legend among Beatles collectors 
Have You Heard the Word 
issued on a small label in 
1968 and credited to the 
Fut. Wrapping all the 
trademark sounds of 
the Beatles’ psychedelic 
era into three minutes, it's 
such a good homage 
parody that many 
bootleggers mistook it for the 
real thing; it was eventually 
revealed that Maurice put it 
together himself, after a heavy 
night of clubbing with the Fab 
Four. He deserves a bit of 
immortality for that one

Critical situation? 


Every year at this time, film critics enjoy a 
sense of prestige and prominence as they 
compile their 10-best lists or vote inc 
societies on their film favorites. This year. 
however, a couple of recent developments 
call into question the significance of these 
annual rituals, if not of film criticism itself 

In an article titled “Nix to the Crix” in the 
January 6 issue of Variety, the publication’s 
editor, Peter Bart, bewildered by the esoteric 
films chosen on some critics’ 10-best lists and 
those awarded prizes by critics’ groups, asks, 
“How could anyone conjure up such a mixed 
bag of cinematic effluvia?” He suggests that 
Critics fall into three categories — the “‘pop 
Culture is yucky’ school,” the “obscurantist 
school,” and the “‘l admit-to-brain-damage’ 
school” — and poses the rhetorical question, 
“What purpose do critics serve?”

Their only hope are 
civil-rights suits, which face an endless series of technical 
defenses made available to law-enforcement defendants 
Most claimants cannot clear these hurdles and receive 
nothing for the years that were stolen from them. Jehilen’s bill 
would have provided compensation based on the innocence 
and suffering of the claimant, without requiring proof of 
official misconduct. It is shameful that as a result of the 
politics practiced by district attorneys, justice will continue to 
go begging in these cases.

3) The brothers claimed to 
have heard signals from not one but three troubled Soviet 
spacecraft over a seven-month period. Their reports don’t cor- 
respond to any known accidents suffered by the Soviet manned 
space program. But the Russians did cover up at least one cos- 
monaut’s death during the ‘60s and went to bizarre lengths to 
expunge other cosmonauts from official histories. So if a few 
folks insist the Russians still haven’t come clean about their 
early space disasters (see above Web site), it’s not like they're 
complete lunatics 

Back to the Italian brothers. According to Reader's Digest, 
Achille and Giovanni Battista Judica-Cordiglia and their team of 
15 space enthusiasts heard three signs of distress from Russian 
rocketeers. On November 28, 1960, a spacecraft supposedly ra- 
dioed three times, in Morse code and in English, “SOS to the 
entire world.” A few days later the Russians admitted a failed 
launch on December | but said nothing about anyone on board. 
This was months before the flight of Yury Gagarin, who sup- 
posedly became the first human in orbit on April 12, 1961. In 
early February 1961, the brothers picked up the sound of a 
wildly beating heart and labored breathing — a dying cosmo- 
naut? Finally, on May 17, 1961, two men and a woman were 
overheard saying, in Russian, “Conditions growing worse; why 
don’t you answer?... We are going slower ... the world will 
never know about us.” 

No question, there’s a lot the Russians didn’t tell us during 
the space race. In the “Dead Cosmonauts” chapter of his 1988 
book Uncovering Soviet Disasters: Exploring the Limits of Glas- 
nost (Random House), space engineer and historian James 
Oberg relates several episodes 

¢ On March 23, 1961, three weeks before Gagarin’s flight, 
cosmonaut Valentin Bondarenko died horribly after a fire in an 
oxygen-rich pressure chamber used for training, which started 
when he carelessly tossed a cotton pad on a hot plate. Bon- 
darenko’s death was not acknowledged until 1986. 

* Several other cosmonauts in training were painted out of 
photos in books and other materials circulating in the Soviet 
Union. Most had been dropped from the roster for medical, dis- 
ciplinary, or academic reasons — the Soviets apparently wanted 
no suggestion that any cosmonaut was less than perfect. 

Did the Soviets conceal the deaths of cosmonauts besides 
Bondarenko? By 1973, Oberg had investigated a dozen rumors 
of cosmonaut deaths dating back to 1957, including two inci- 
dents that seem to correspond with reports from the Italian 
brothers. All proved baseless. On the other hand, some ac- 
knowledged cosmonaut deaths were preventable, notably that of 
Vladimir Komaroy, killed in 1967 when the chute on his Soyuz 
1 spacecraft failed.

the United States.” In fact, the military's contin- 
ued use of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” during the 
war on terrorism, which resulted most infa- 
mously in the dismissal of gay linguists skilled in 
Arabic, has received much criticism from gay 
and straight observers alike.) 

On January 5, the Metropolitan Community 
Churches — a national group of gay-and- 
lesbian Protestant congregations — issued “A 
Call for a Peaceful Resolution to Conflict with 
Iraq,” which states: “We must stand together 
unequivocally for peace. This is neither an issue 
of political affiliation or nationalistic loyalty. It is 
rather a deeply spiritual issue with potentially 
devastating consequences to God’s world. It is a 
deeply spiritual issue in which we are called to 
enter into the mind and heart and will of God’s 
creation.” 

Even NGLTF — which has been far more 
cautious about taking such stands given the out- 
cry against its actions during the first Persian 
Gulf War — on December 30 signed on to a 
statement issued by the National Council of 
Churches on December 12. Titled “Keep Ameri- 
ca Safe: Win Without War,” 
in part: “We are patriotic Americans who share 
the belief that Saddam Hussein cannot be al- 
lowed to possess weapons of mass destruction 
We support rigorous U.N. weapons inspections 
to assure Iraq’s effective disarmament. We be- 
lieve that a preemptive military invasion of Iraq 
will harm American national interests.” 

The “Keep America Safe” statement has 
managed to bring together a wide range of pro- 
gressive groups, only some of which are focused 
exclusively on “gay” issues. The National Orga- 
nization of Women, Physicians for Social Re- 
sponsibility, Rainbow/PUSH Coalition, Work- 
ing Assets, and Women’s Action for New Direc- 
tions, for example, have all signed on. Such a 
coalition harks back to our past and may point

Other groups 
approached activism in the same way. Huey 
Newton of the Black Panthers, for instance, 
wrote a § lowingly positive position paper em- 
bracing gay liberation. And even when other po- 
litical groups had problems with homophobia 
some early feminist groups were profoundly un 
comfortable with gay men and lesbians (espe 
cially lesbians) — the gay-liberation movement 
was committed politically to work in coalition 
with other groups fighting for social change 
But a funny thing happened on the way to the 

revolution. As the movement grew and more and 
more people — both young and older — began 
coming out, the political and social parameters 

f the movement transformed. And with that, s 
did its goals. The movement for gay liberation 
founded by a small group of young, countercul- 
tural, political radicals became more conserva- 
tive. While it made for quite a bit of tension at 
the time, it also made perfect sense: the broader 
a movement’s constituency, the more watered- 
down its political goals will be. 


the statement reads, 


Within a year of its founding, the gay-libera- 
tion movement morphed into the gay-rights 
movement with a special — and, some would 
argue, ever-narrowing — political agenda that 
dealt only with issues defined as specifically 
“gay”: employment-nondiscrimination laws, 
sodomy-law reform, laws protecting “gay” fami- 
lies. Not surprisingly, many of these issues (al- 
though they affected a wide range of gay people) 
were supported by an increasingly narrow range 
of a mostly white, middle-class, and (in the be- 
ginning) male constituency As a result, the na- 
tional scope of gay political work became in- 
creasingly less concerned with a broader political 
agenda. Coalitions with other groups — civil- 
rights, feminist, labor, environmentalist — gen- 
erally fell by the wayside 

The singular focus on gay issues began to 
change, in myriad ways, in the late 1980s. This 
was partly a response to the AIDS epidemic and 
the rise of such groups as ACT UP and Queer 
Nation. But the homo-political landscape was 
also changing from within. Sure, there was an 
increasingly wide range of groups never even 
imagined before, such as Parents, Families, and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays, the Gay, Les- 
bian, and Straight Education Network, and Se- 
niors Aging in a Gay Environment. But there 
was also a fabulous breadth of groups, many of 
them local, grassroots, and very political, on 
both the left and the right. Indeed, we live in a 
queer political world so broad-based that it can 
— and does — cover a range of opinions from 
anarchist punk to Daughters of the American 
Revolution conservative, from no-govesnment 
libertarians to vegan- and PETA-inspired 
anti-World Trade Organization rabble-rousers 
And on the center-left side of the spectrum 
many of these groups are deeply committed to 
coalition building

“For the 
seven days people are here, they will see a city 
that honors its diversity, a city in a growth 
mode, and opportunities here. We have a great 
past and a better future.” 

It’s not the sort of vision opinion colum- 
nists and think-tank eggheads have in mind 
when they criticize Menino for his lack of it 
But it’s vision ngnet! Meanwhile, 
there’s no denying that Menino has a sharp 
political imagination. He was the only local 
politician to cultivate former venture capital- 
ist and millionaire Chris Gabrieli after he lost 
his race for the Eighth Congressional District 
in 1998. Maybe Menino did it because he 
feared a well-financed run from Gabrieli. Re- 
gardless, he ended up convincing Gabrieli to 
spearhead the financir

No one should be surprised by this. To sur- 
vive as an Italian-American mayor in a city 
long dominated by Irish Catholics, Menino 
would have to be politically innovative. After 
all, the mayor belongs to an ethnic group that, 
by his reckoning, comprises no more than 15 
percent of the city’s voting population. He 
made it work by leveraging serendipity. When 
his predecessor, Ray Flynn, was appointed 
ambassador to the Vatican by President Bill 
Clinton, Menino happened to be president of 
the city council. With Flynn’s departure, he 
became acting mayor. He also happened to 
come from a district with one of the highest 
voter turnouts in the city. In deciding to run 
for mayor outright, he was advantageously 
positioned. But Menino knew he needed 
something more — an electoral coalition. 
“I’ve got my base of Southwest Boston, but 
beyond my base I was able to expand,” he re- 
calls. “I knew people in the Greenspace 
[movement]. | knew people in the gay com- 
munity. | went to their events.” 

Today, with a mix of some sarcasm and 
some contempt, Menino remembers the way

F HE DOES end up staying as long as he 

wants, it'll be because of his attention to de 
tail. Since that first mayoral election, Menino 
nas worked ceaselessly on his political coali- 
tion — keeping original members happy while 
bringing more on board. Menino’s coalition 
includes African-Americans, Latinos, gay men 
and lesbians, new immigrants, and new home- 
owners. In 1998, Menino created the Office of 
New Bostonians to help address the needs of a 
burgeoning number of new residents. He says 
the demographic change was easy to spot. As 
he traveled around the city attending commu- 
nity events, he says, “I saw the new popula- 
tions. | saw Mattapan, which was Irish 
Catholic at one time, [is] all Haitian. You go t« 
East Boston and it’s the Brazilians. In 
Brighton, the Russians.” Menino’s commit- 
ment to the new Americans is so robust, they 
have rewarded him. 

“I’m probably the only elected politician that 
the Nigerian community had a fundraiser for,” 
he says, noting that many of the new immi- 
grants are becoming citizens and starting to 
vote. “They want to be involved in the process. 
They've made Boston their home.” Census 
figures bear Menino out. One-quarter of 
Boston’s population is foreign-born — of this 
population, roughly 40 percent are citizens 
and eligible to vote. Between 1990 and 2000 
73,000 immigrants arrived in Boston — com- 
pared with the approximately 93,000 residents 
who cast votes in the 2001 mayoral election 

These figures add up to a New Boston, an- 
other concept that’s derided almost as often as 
the notion that Menino has vision. Every time 
somebody trots out the possibility that New 
Boston exists politically, the same small cadre 
of city voters seems to show up on Election 
Day. But Menino insists that election results 
confirm the facts behind the change, even in 
the areas of the city in which he originally per- 
formed the worst. “The weakest part of the 
city [for me] was South Boston, of course, but 
after the last election, little noted was I carried 
South Boston,” he says. It’s significant that 
the last election was held shortly after the link- 
age battle with South Boston’s Kelly was dealt 
a death blow: a Superior Court judge ruled in 
September 2001 that the linkage deal was 
nonbinding, a decision backed up in Novem- 
ber by the Supreme Judicial Court. Menino 
attrigyites his success in the neighborhood to 
“change, demographics.” He notes: “Thirty- 
eight percent of the people of South Boston 
weren't there five years ago.” 

Menino also cultivates another group in the 
city — new homeowners. “The interesting 
thing is people ... say, “We're from Indi- 
anapolis, we’re from Chicago.’ They say, 
“Tommy, we never met our mayor,’” he says. 
“These are all professionals. They have the 
same issues as somebody who’s lived in 
Boston all their life — housing, schools, 
planting trees. Dog poop is a big one.”

ig changes are cropping up in Weisberg’s Slate 
particularly on the cultural front, where coverage had been 
allowed to dwindle in the last years of Kinsley’s reign. Slate's 
expansion of its cultural coverage is a “work in progress,” 
according to Weisberg. “It’s halfway there,” he says of Slate’s 
new emphasis on cultural commentary, which has included 
everything from establishing DVD and tech reviews to pub- 
lishing more “Culturebox” features. “Maybe more than 
halfway there.” 

Slate has made some significant investments in resources 
to get this job done, including hiring the New Yorker's 
Meghan O’Rourke as a second NYC-based cultural editor. 
It’s adapting its format to these changes as well. Most no- 
tably, the magazine has begun to ditch the forced glad- 
handing of its e-mail-discussion approach to culture — in 
which various writers poke and prod each other on the

ESIDES VERNE Troyer, there are actually some 

other non-automotive attractions at the World of 
Wheels expo. Steve Wilkos is here, the shaven- 
headed, grumpy-looking security guard on Jerry 
Springer, and so is Dennis Gage, who's said to be the 
host of TV's My Classic Car. There are a bunch of 
kids trying to break their necks performing BMX 
stunts, a paunchy, disturbingly large-packaged Spi- 
der-Man posing for photos with some of the younger 
attendees.

Despite being perfectly shaped, and barely dressed,

French New Wave. Such a renaissance 
might be too much to expect these days, 
when national film industries are in decline 
and international co-productions the 
oft-lamented “Euro-puddings” — prevail. 
Yet to judge from the evidence of the 10 
films (eight of which I’ve seen) in this se- 
ries, European cinema might serve as the 
last bastion of the continent’s cultural au- 
tonomy. 

But who cares about culture 
when there’s no work? That's 
the dilemma faced in the above- 
mentioned Los lunes, the con- 
troversial Spanish selection for 
the Best Foreign Language Film 
Oscar that nudged out 
vored, flashier, and more daring 
Hable con ella (“Talk to Her”) 
from Pedro Almodévar. In a sea 
port in northern Spain, a cadre 
of laid-off shipyard workers deal with the 
idleness and demoralization of the dole 
while stewing in bitter memories of their 
quashed strike of three years before. They 
hang out in a bar run by one of their num- 
ber (he bought it with his severance pay), 
and it’s kind of a Cheers where everyone 
knows everyone else’s name but the rest of 
the world has forgotten them. Aranoa 
jazzes up his Ken Loach-like style and so- 
cial concerns with offhand irony reminis- 
cent of Seinfeld, and Javier Bardem (beard- 
ed, bloated, balding, he’s almost unrecog- 
nizable) anchors the picture as Santa, the 
lusty, cynical hothead of the group. 

It’s tough enough getting a job in one’s 
own country; how about those who have no 
country at all? At first, Swedish director 
Geir Hansteen Jérgensen’s The New 
Country (Det nya landet, 2000; January 
18 at 9 p.m., January 19 at 7 p.m., and Jan- 
uary 27 at 9 p.m.), which was originally 
planned as a mini-series, looks as if it might 
succumb to the cutes. Two illegal immi- 
grants — the embittered Iranian Massoud 
and the happy-go-lucky Somalian teenager 
Ali — ride off in a battered Miata on an 
odd-couple tour of Sweden in search of a 
refuge. At first they seem like ethnic stereo- 
types, but the pair take on depth and hu- 
manity as they encounter unexpected de- 
lights and defeats along the road — includ- 
ing stopovers with an elderly couple with a 
taste for young Africans, a troop of unusu- 
ally helpful neo-Nazis, and a lasting rela- 
tionship with a former Miss Sweden. 

Another road movie seeking to reconcile 
conflicting cultures is Greek director Chris- 
tos Georgiou’s endearing but uneven 
Under the Stars (Kato apo t’astra, 2001; 
January 18 at 7 p.m. and January 21 at 
9 p.m.). The last time Lukas saw his par- 
ents alive was when he was a child hiding 
under the sink as Turkish bombs fell on 
their Greek Cypriot village during the 1974 
war. Years later, now a moody loner living 
in Nicosia, he decides to return to his na- 
tive village, and he pays Phoebe, a fellow 
Greek survivor of the war who is now a 
free-spirited smuggler, to take him there. 
Lukas bristles not just at Phoebe’s merce- 
nary dealings with the Turkish settlers and 
soldiers they meet along the way but at her 
attitude toward the past — forgiveness, if 
not forgetfulness. Georgiou balances wry 
romantic comedy and wistful historic 
tragedy with engaging delicacy until he 
lapses into unfortunate mystification and 
sentimentality at the end. 

Equally an exile in her own country is the 
beleaguered exotic dancer Lily and her 
daughter, Pam, in Myriam Méziéres &

CHEKHOV’S MOTIFS 


The latest from Kira Muratova, director of the 
stunning The Asthenic Syndrome, is another 
mordant, disturbing effort. The film extends 
and combines two short works by Chekhov 
Difficult People, a bitter and sad sketch of 
provincial family life, and Tatyana Repina, in 
which a bridegroom is haunted by the ghost 
of his previous lover. The lighting in the do- 
mestic sequences is flat and harsh; in the 
very long wedding sequence, Muratova 
adopts a style reminiscent of Bunuel’s E/ 
angel exterminador. Throughout the film, the 
acting and direction appear to work against 
Chekhov. Scenes are heavy and grotesque, 
not light and delicate. But Muratova is unin- 
terested in facile, reductive ironies about the 
relevance of Chekhov to Russia today.

JUST MARRIED 


Ashton Kutcher (Dude, Where's My Car?)

KANGAROO JACK 


In this Outback-set lowbrow comedy directed 
by Coyote Uglys David McNally, a kangaroo 
fills the role usually served by dogs or chimps 
or talking pigs.

SWEET SIXTEEN 


The third annual Human Rights Watch Festi- 
val opens with this latest work from Ken 
Loach, one of the world’s most political film- 
makers. The irony is that Sweet Sixteen is 
one of his least overtly political films, as it 
rolls together the gangster film, the kitchen- 
sink melodrama, and the teen coming-of-age 
flick into a kind of Scarface-meets-Billy-Elliot 
with social trappings. 

Liam (Martin Compston), a Glasgow 
dropout, wants to buy a caravan by the river 
Clyde for his beloved mother before she’s re- 
leased from prison, which will be the day be- 
fore his 16th birthday. Selling stolen fags with 
his pal Pinball (William Ruane) won't raise 
enough money, so Liam turns to dealing hero- 
in, starting with a stash he lifts from Stan, 
mum's creepy boyfriend, and working his way 
up to the “big boys,” the local kingpins who rec- 
ognize and encourage his entrepreneurial tal- 
ents. But the unapologetically socialist Loach 
doesn't seem to be criticizing this distorted 
variation of capitalism as much as he seems to 
be celebrating it. The deleterious effects of 
Liam’s product appear less important than his 
skill and success at reaching his goal, and nei- 
ther the genre clichés along the way nor the 
late turn toward an Oedipal crisis diminishes 
that exuberance.

That’s exactly what the famous Viennese pro- 
fessor Schiller prescribes for Stephen Hoff- 
man, the brash American pianist who seeks his 
help in Jon Marans’s touching Old Wicked 
Songs. A finalist for the 1996 Pulitzer Prize, 
the play opened last week at Merrimack 
Repertory Theatre 

The audience never actually sees Professor 
Schiller because he sends the troubled Stephen 
- who hasn't been able to play for a year — to 

work with Schiller’s old friend, singing teacher 
Josef Mashkan. Initially outraged at the switch 
of teachers, Stephen learns, under Mashkan’s 
tutelage, to breathe like a singer and to croak 
out a melodic line. A previously self 
soloist, he discovers the wonderful 
give-and-take between singer and accompanist 
And as he works through each song in Robert 
Schumann’s wonderful cycle Di 
(“Poet’s Love”), he begins to melt the emotion 
al dam that has been blocking his performance 
His encounters with Professor Mashkan in a 
cluttered Secession-style atelier are as much life 
lessons as they are musical instruction. The ar 
rogant young Californian finds that the thread-

Wait until dark 


New Rep revives Godot

uch has been made this month of its 

being the 50th anniversary of the first 

production of Waiting for Godot, 
which Samuel Beckett wrote in the late 1940s 
in reaction to a newly post-nuclear world. But 
the influence of Beckett’s metaphysical vaude- 
ville has been so profound that it’s hard to be- 
lieve the play is only 50 years old. What did we 
use to refer to when confronted with pratfalls 
and the void?

Now Pendleton steps to the 
other side of the burnt-out tree, trading pained 
feet for urinary trouble and halitosis to play 
Vladimir to John Kuntz’s Estragon at New 
Repertory Theatre. Rick Lombardo is the di- 
rector of the production, which appears to 
marry Beckett’s idea of the play, which he de- 
scribed in Berlin as “a game in order to sur- 
vive,” to the notion of a makeshift theater in 


which the piece becomes a sort of performance 


game. But some of the master’s ideas, particu- 
larly those pertaining to what Asmus describes 
in a diary piece (included in the 1986 Grove 
Press anthology On Beckett: Essays and Criti 
cism) as “themes of the body,” appear to have 
trickled down. Kuntz’s excitable Estragon re- 
acts the same way every time he’s reminded 
that the pair are chained to this spot in sus- 
pended time, whiling away the hours deprived 
of carrots and suicide, because they are “wait- 
ing for Godot”: he winces and hugs his head. 
It is perhaps a mark of its greatness that,

“nothing happens . . . twice,” and I have 
watched that nothing happen a great many 
more times than that, it never loses its baggy- 
pants beauty for me. This is not a brilliant pro- 
duction, and it eschews the Irishness of the 
film version recently seen on PBS’s Stage and 
Screen that was directed by Michael Lindsay- 
Hogg and starred Barry McGovern and John 
ny Murphy. But it’s good enough, with Pendle- 
ton better cast as the more rational and reflec-

But his intensely quiet delivery of 
the speech near the end of the play, in which 
Vladimir comes to grips with his and his friend’s 
meaningless place in the nested eggs of a mean- 
ingless universe (“Was I sleeping, while the oth- 
ers suffered?”), rings with a lovely, ironic un- 
derstanding. Kuntz, on the other hand, executes 
some very funny business, as when he makes a 
protracted meal from a carrot the size of your 
pinkie. But his Estragon at times exhibits a 
manic quality that’s more Kuntz than Beckett. 
As the master-slave duo of Pozzo and 
Lucky, who show up in each act to pass the 
time and deliver the news that man is born 
Ken Baltin and Bates Wilder 
work well. Baltin is a dapper, even charming

tyrant who does seem to suffer genuinely at 
the onslaught of Lucky's philosophic diatribe 
on God’s indifference. And Wilder, imposing 
in bald pate and big coat, is a somewhat sinis- 
ter slave. His big speech, earnest but lurching 
increasingly out of control, suggests exegesis 
by Frankenstein's monster. 

Fiftieth birthday or not, it’s always worth- 
while to make the reacquaintance of Godot, 
and the New Rep gives Beckett's master- 
piece a respectable go.

he world long ago devolved into a car- 

toon; fiction and literature have strug- 

gled to catch up. Long before Art 
Spiegelman’s Maus legitimized the graphic 
novel or Michael Chabon immortalized 
comics creators with The Amazing Adven- 
tures of Kavalier & Clay, Jay Cantor set the 
standard with Krazy Kat: A Novel in Five 
Panels, an inspired riff on the archetypal 
George Herriman comic strip. It’s taken him 
15 years to follow up; unfortunately, Great 
Neck expands on the least satisfying of Kat's 
the last, in which the characters 
become all too human.

The North Mississippi Allstars, who live 
roughly an hour south of Memphis, have 
found an avenue to indie-label rock and its 
audience that draws on their region’s mu- 
sical and cultural roots. Their solidly 
grounded approach is refreshing at a time 
when much of what’s being played on 
radio and in the clubs — the post-apoca 
lyptic sound of new metal, the strummy 
tones of frat rock, the electronic mixes 
sprung from sampling and DJ culture 
seems redundant and heartless 

The Allstars are not alone. There’s a new 
generation of rockers born below the 
Mason-Dixon Line who have sidestepped 
the clichés of the regionally grounded music 
that came in the immediate wake of the All- 
man Brothers and Lynyrd Skynyrd to create 
a new kind of Southern rock. And their 
sound, which taps the blues, R&B, and pop 
music of the ’60s and earlier decades, seems 
to be infiltrating the indie underground 
much as the funky, history-respecting work 
of so-called Dirty South rappers from 
Memphis, Atlanta, and New Orleans crept 
into the world of hip-hop. 

The Allstars, Lucero, and Will Kimbrough 
— who've all recently released CDs — are 
among the best of the new Southern rock- 
ers. The Allstars in particular seem to have 
been bred for this. When the band’s found- 
ing brothers, guitarist Luther Dickinson and 
drummer Cody Dickinson, were in their 
early teens, their father, the legendary pro-

When it 
came time to expand the Allstars, they 
drafted bassist Chris Chew from the area’s 
thriving gospel scene and, later, pulled in 
Dwayne Burnside, R.L.’s son. Together 
they make up one of live rock’s most formi- 
dable contemporary bands, reaching the 
level of blues-rooted but blaring ensemble 
playing that distinguished the Allmans in 
the early 1970s. 

When they played the Roxy in November, 
they were touring behind their second disc 
for the Wellesley-based Tone-Cool label, 5/ 
Phantom, which was nominated for a Con- 
temporary Blues Album Grammy this 
month. “Coming ftom Memphis and North 
Mississippi, there’s just this tremendous 
amount of great music to draw on in terms 
of blues and rock and roll,” Cody explained 
backstage after that performance. “But the 
audiences at home can be really tough. They 
know how this music should be played.” 

His father was also a hard judge. Jim 
Dickinson's musical roots are in the "60s 
Memphis blues scene. He’s produced al- 
bums for Ry Cooder, Big Star, the Replace-

When the Allstars headlined the Paradise 
early last year, they brought along the Mem- 
phis band Lucero to open. Although Lucero 
don’t play a single blues lick on stage or on 
their first album, Tennessee (Mad Jack), 
both bands sound unmistakably from the 
area where the Mississippi River rubs up 
against the high bluffs of the Southland. But 
Lucero’s roots are more urban. “Chain Link 
Fence,” with its gentle wah-wah guitar and 
string arrangement, recalls Isaac Hayes’s 
hot-buttered soul. “Fistful of Tears,” with its 
moon-eyed crooning, could be one of Mem- 
phis rocker Alex Chilton’s ballads, and the 
chiming guitars, pop hooks, and harmonies 
of their most energetic songs could have 
been recorded by Chilton’s one-time band 
Big Star. It’s notable that Big Star were pro- 
duced by the Dickinson brothers’ dad, and 
that Cody produced Tennessee

The “nostalgia” of the second section, 
Harbison writes in his program note, is for 
the carillon of San Ilario, near Genoa: “I 
once walked down that hill often, wondering 
if the bells implied transcendence or imper- 
manence. (On my return there recently, 
they had been removed from the church.)” 
The sound of bells pervades the orchestra, 
conjured not only by chimes, cowbells, a 
glockenspiel, and a triangle, but also by 
trombones and muted trumpets. Harbison 
calls this a “twilight landscape,” but it also 
suggests dawn, an awakening, if only in a 
dream. “Not a healthy solution,” he told 
WGBH producer Brian Bell before the Fri- 
day-afternoon broadcast. 

As he did last year, Levine changed what 
has become the standard orchestral seating 
arrangement. He put the first violins on his 
left, with the cellos and basses behind them, 
and the second violins on his right, with the 
violas behind them. The string sections are

The longest section is the “passion-

and positive,” but the music wouldn't allow 
that; there’s “no simple, unclouded solu- 
tion.” Still, the complex resolution is satisfy- 
ing. Harbison’s Requiem, a BSO commis 
sion, will have its world premiere under 
Bernard Haitink in March. 


The seating plan worked especially well 
for Levine’s multi-textured, multi-layered 
Brahms, making more audible, pointed, 
and dramatic the score’s contradictory 
pushes and pulls. From Timothy Genis’s 
timpani, which alternated feverish pound- 
ing with ominous tapping, and the central 
calm of John Ferillo’s oboe in the Andante 
sostenuto to the striding melody at the 
end, which — unlike the similar theme in 
Beethoven’s Ninth — suggested more an 
inner victory than a public one, Levine cre- 
ated a large, ineluctable continuity, a re- 
lentlessly suspenseful narrative line. You 
needed to hear what came next. And be- 
cause every note meant something, this 
usually predictable work became an over- 
whelming experience. 

My favorite old New Yorker cartoon 
shows a symphony concert in chaos. Two 
violinists are wrestling on the stage floor, 
bubbles are coming out of the tuba, harp 
strings are broken, pages of music lie scat- 
tered, and the bewildered conductor is 
standing at the podium with his forefinger 


in his mouth. Someone in the audience is 
saying to his companion: “This is the worst 
Brahms First I’ve ever heard.”

Then two songs more famous than their 
composers, “Non ti scordar di me”

Endearingly unpretentious, yet stylish, 
and even profound, Heppner did everything 
right. If more art-song recitals were like

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t 64, Charles Lloyd likes to say, 

“The other shore is calling, and yet 

I still feel younger than springtime.” 
Lloyd is like that, his metaphors steeped 
in the spiritual and the vernacular. The 
parables of the Sufi mystics and the 
deities of the jazz tradition are common 
reference points. Plenty of musicians 
jazz and otherwise — are loath to de- 
scribe their music in words (the music 
speaks for itself, after all), but Lloyd is a 
special case. In the midst of a story about 
the Duke’s men, he’s likely to remind you 
that “you can’t build a house on a bridge, 
we're all just passin’ through here 

So don’t depend on Lloyd, who comes 
to Scullers next weekend, January 24 and 
25, to guide you through the musical 
specifics of his exquisite new double CD, 
Lift Every Voice (ECM). How, you might 
ask him, is he able to hold our interest 
over the entire course of the 15-minute 
down-tempo opener 
“Hymn to the Moth- 
er”? The entire piece 
unfolds over a simple 
drone figure by pi- 
anist Geri Allen (a 
kind of two-chord 
“om”), first with gui- 
tarist John Abercrom- 
bie building delicate 
figures, and with the 
leader not entering 
on tenor saxophone for a good five min- 
utes. How exactly did that band pull it 
off? What kind of special instructions did 
Lloyd confer on his quintet? 

“Well, first of all, | have to correct 
something,” he says over the phone from 
his home in Southern California, a soft, 
engaging Delta drawl coloring his words. 
“This whole thing about time and vision 
and velocity and quantum mechanics 
and all that kind of stuff — what I’m 
simply saying is: it’s just breathing. 
When we recorded ‘Hymn to the Moth- 
er,’ we were in a zone where it wasn’t 15 
minutes, it was just a prayer to the moth- 
er. It wasn’t long at all.” He adds, 
“When you listen to it, | hope it doesn’t 
feel long or laborious.” 

Not in the least. So maybe Lloyd could 
shed some further light on how it was 
done? “They did a radio documentary on 
me once, and they asked Abercrombie, 
“What is Charles like and what does he 
tell you to do?’ And John says, ‘He does- 
n't say play a C7 over a B-minor, he just 
says, “Give me some Robert Johnson on 
the banks of the Ganges with his feet in 
the water.” ’ J don’t know what I said to 
him! You've got to understand that I’m in 
a state too when this is all going down, 
and this isn’t choreographed in a mis- 
sionary kind of way — it’s in full lotus.” 

Lloyd’s career has had a remarkable 
trajectory. As a teenager in Memphis, he 
played with blues and R&B gods like 
Howlin’ Wolf, B.B. King, Bobby “Blue” 
Bland, and Johnny Ace, and with jazz- 
heads like Booker Little, George Cole- 
man, Phineas Newborn Jr., and Harold 
Mabern. When he moved to LA, in 1956, 
to go to USC (where he eventually 
earned a master’s degree), he hooked up 
with a nascent scene that included Or- 
nette Coleman, Billy Higgins, Eric Dol- 
phy, Scott LaFaro, and Charlie Haden. 
He first earned recognition in the jazz 
press in the writing he did for the Chico 
Hamilton band when he succeeded Dol- 
phy in the sax/flute chair. 

But it was the original Charles Lloyd 
Quartet, formed in 1966, that turned

him into a phenomenon. Lloyd had con- 
nected with Keith Jarrett, who was back- 
ing singers in Boston’s Paul’s Mall while 
Lloyd was playing in the adjacent Jazz 
Workshop. The Quartet, with Lloyd, Jar- 
rett, drummer Jack DeJohnette, and 
bassist Cecil McBee (eventually replaced 
by bassist Ron McClure), created a stir at 
the 1966 Monterey Jazz Festival. Produc- 
er/manager George Avakian booked the 
band into Bill Graham’s Fillmore Audito- 
rium in San Francisco, and soon they 
were playing the psychedelic-rock circuit 
For a while, as rock crushed jazz's com- 
mercial viability, there were only two 
figures who were guaranteed to turn out 
a crowd: Miles Davis and Charles Lloyd. 
When you look back now, it’s difficult 
to understand what it was about Lloyd's 
music that helped him cross over. He 
wasn’t playing “jazz rock” — he played 
straight-ahead, Coltrane-influenced 
acoustic jazz. Yes, there 
was a funk or rock 
backbeat here and 
there, and on the 1967 
Live at the Fillmore 
album Love-In (At- 
lantic), there was a 
cover of Lennon/Mc- 
Cartney’s “Here, 
There, and Every-

where.” But at times, Jarrett’s solos went 
into knuckle-crunching chords and clus- 
ters worthy of Cecil Taylor. Meanwhile, 
Lloyd’s attractive Coltrane-ism (those 
sheet-like scales and arpeggios, the up- 
ward-leaping cry) were being tempered 
with a kind of brawny, angular bop that 
anticipated David Murray, and by some 
beautiful, Africanized flute playing. 
Writer and WBUR/90.9 FM jazz com- 
mentator James Isaacs, a Lloyd fan, 
points out that the band’s youth and at- 
tire helped cross them over — Jarrett was 
in his early 20s, the young virtuoso of the 
moment. And they dressed the part — 
while Miles Davis was buying suits from 
Charlie Davidson at Harvard Square's 
Andover Shop, Lloyd and company were 
donning fringed vests, paisley shirts, bell 
bottoms, and beads, and they wore their 
hair long. And then there was that reper- 
toire. They had good original tunes (by 
Lloyd and Jarrett) when, as Jazz Work- 
shop booker Fred Taylor recalls, “it was 
the standard stuff that was getting 
killed. . . . People like Dizzy and James 
Moody were struggling to do business.” 
It wasn’t long, though, before the jazz 
police caught up with him. Critic Frank 
Kofsky blasted the young player for co- 


opting Trane in a piece headlined 
“Charles Lloyd Is a Fake,” and soon 
there was no more uncool player among 
the cognoscenti than Lloyd (unless it was 
Dave Brubeck). This despite some fine 
albums and a couple of all-star sessions 
on Columbia that are still valued by col- 
lectors. Not that business was bad 
Lloyd’s band was the first modern jazz 
group to play the Soviet Union, and his 
management considered booking him 
into stadiums. But Lloyd more or less 
dropped out and, among other things 
taught transcendental meditation. Or, as 
he now tells it, “I turned my back on the 
machinery that was gong to make me 

a something, a product.” He laughs qui- 
etly. “I didn’t have any eyes for that, | 
wanted to let the stuff run free.” 

Albums continued to come, but it was- 
n't until Lloyd joined boutique label 
ECM, in 1989, that his career t 
take off again. Over the course of nine al- 
bums, ECM has surrounded him with 
one all-star session after another 
Bobo Stenson, Higgins, Abercrombie 
Brad Mehldau, Dave Holland, Billy Hart 

Lift Every Voice is typical of him in its 
quiet intensity, but he’s probably never 
delivered a better song sequence. Modal 
drones like “Hymn to the Mother” alter- 
nate with blues and chordal pop like Billy 
Preston's “You Are So 
Beautiful” and Marvin 
Gaye’s “What's Going 
On,” the’great Cuban 
songwriter Silvio Ro- 
driguez’s “Rabo de 
nube” and “Te amaré,” 
Billy Strayhorn’s 
“Blood Count,” the 
Ellington rarity “I'm 
Afraid,” and a “Go 
Down, Moses” that re- 
calls Coltrane at his 
urban-spiritual deepest 
Lloyd plays long, float- 
ing lines in a gorgeous, 
light tone that’s fili- 
gree’d with note clus- 
ters of a rich, nubby 
texture. The album 
was provoked by the 
events of September 
11 — the day Lloyd’s 
band were scheduled to go into New 
York’s Blue Note in Greenwich Village. 
Instead, they played that Friday. When 
Lloyd got home and sat at the piano, the 
tunes poured out of him, originals as 
well as pieces he’d played before Sep- 
tember 11, or remembered from his 
Memphis childhood. 

“I wish I could be the tail of a cloud 
and come down and wash away your 
tears and sorrows,” he recites from 
“Rabo de nube.” He'd been playing the 
piece before New York, but afterward it 
took on a deeper significance. “Some 
people from Paris came up to me and 
said, ‘My goodness, you played ‘Rabo de 
nube!’ People had tears, people were 
smiling.” Thirty-five years after the San 
Francisco love-ins, Lloyd says, he’s still 
interested in “how the music moves 
through space. | play across the bar 
lines. . . . I’m still trying to change the 
world, but what can I do? I don’t have a 
job here. | just break out in song.” a

Opeth return with two epic albums

wo years ago, Swedish prog-metal mas- 

ters Opeth scored an international break- 

through with the release of their fifth 
album ythe epic Blackwajer Park (Koch). it 
was the band’s first disc to be marketed and 
distributed by the US mega-indie Koch, which 
has an exclusive licensing deal with their UK 
label, Music for Nations. For Mikael Aker- 
feldt, Opeth’s frontman and songwriter, 
Blackwater Park was a hard act to follow — 
so much so that he decided to write and 
record two albums at the same time as an en- 
core. 

“| think a lot of people expected us to try 
and ride the wave of Blackwater Park and just 
become a commercially successful band with- 
out any musical integrity,” says Akerfeldt, who 
called me from Stockholm a few weeks before 
the start of Opeth’s current North American 
tour, which hits the Palladium in Worcester 
this Saturday. “I just felt, | don’t want to paint 
ourselves into a corner, | want to do some- 
thing outrageous. | had a plan to do a really 
heavy album, and I also wanted to use 
acoustic riffs and mellow arrangements. A

Deliverance, came out in November, but the 
moody, keyboard-laced Damnation (both 
Koch) won't hit stores for another few 
months. That gives fans plenty of time to sink 
their teeth into Deliverance, a harrowingly so- 
phisticated work that’s building on the critical 
buzz of its predecessor: the band combine the 
technical precision of countrymen Meshuggah 
and In Flames with a black-metal feel for at- 
mospherics that includes liberal use of percus- 
sion and acoustic guitar. Akerfeldt’s voice is 
uncommonly musical for a death-metal front- 
man, and his sprawling compositions routinely 
eclipse the 10-minute mark. 

“I grew up listening to the Scorpions and 
stuff like that, which had some heavy songs 
and some ballads,” he says, explaining his 
eclectic approach to songwriting. “With 
Opeth, we just wanted to incorporate both 
styles into one song. And when I got into the 
whole symphonic-rock and progressive scene, 
it added a bit more adventurous feel to the 
songs. The first symphonic-rock band | heard 
was Yes, which is a pretty good example of a 


band that’s doing songs that are more like ad 
ventures. Our idea was to do that in an ex- 
treme-metal way.” 

For the most part, Akerfeldt’s lyrics are as 
unsettling as his music. Take “Deliverance,” 
which doesn’t have the kind of happy ending 
its title implies. “I based ‘Deliverance’ on this 
mad guy that had been attacking [guitarist 
Peter Lindgren|’s girlfriend. He was jealous 
because his girlfriend had broken up with him 
and Peter’s girlfriend was friends with his ex- 
girlfriend, so she was one of his targets. He 
had Peter’s girlfriend and a couple of her 
friends in a room, and he was cutting himself 
and telling them he would kill them. And he 
eventually killed himself. Not that the lyric is 
specifically about his deeds. | just based every- 
thing on a madman killer’s point of view.” 

According to Akerfeldt, the vibe surround- 
ing the recording of Deliverance and Damna- 
tion was better suited to the grim nature of the 
material than he would have liked. Along with 
his performing and engineering duties, the 
daunting task of making two albums at once 
forced him to finish writing in the studio. “It 
was too much work for me: two months in the 
studio and half a day off. | was working day 
and night. When I look back, there’s no good 
memories about the recording, just black.’ 





He has fonder memories of collaborating 
with producer Steven Wilson, who fronts the 
popular UK prog-rock band Porcupine Tree 
and who first worked with Opeth on Blackwa- 
ter Park. “Steven acted almost like an addi- 
tional songwriter, because he came up with 
some vocal lines and guitar leads. | write all 
the music in this band, so it feels nice to work 
with a person that | want to impress to anoth- 
er extent than the guys in the band. Because | 
know them so well, and they know what I’m 
going to bring to the table. But with Steven, 
it’s more intriguing, because he’s such a phe- 
nomenal musiciz an and his opinion means so 
much to me.” 

As for the band’s rising fortunes in the 
US, Akerfeldt is happy to share credit with 
his American label. “Koch pay us tour sup- 
port, and we’ve been selling so many records 
in the US, it’s unbelievable. It feels like 
you're the fucking king when you come to 
the US and they take care of you so well.

IT’S NO WONDER that Velvet Crush 
were in a hurry to get out of Providence, 
where they lived during their brief major- 
label tenure. I’d pick their one Epic/Cre- 
ation release, Teenage Symphonies to God 
(1993), as the best local power-pop album 
of its era, even with heavy competition from 
Buffalo Tom, Juliana Hatfield, Lemonheads, 
and Letters to Cleo. But whereas all those 
bands got some national recognition and 
big headline shows, Velvet Crush could 
barely fill clubs, even with cult heroes 
Tommy Keene and Mitch Easter as part- 
time members. 

“We were a little bummed that we could 
never build the big local momentum,” 
drummer Ric Menck explains. “The real 
lure of Los Angeles for me was the possibil- 
ity of session work, and that you can play 
with more people because things are con- 
stantly happening. There was a lot that I 
loved about living in Providence. I liked 
hanging out at In Your Ear Records and 
poking through the stacks for hours. But in 
New England you're fighting the elements a 
lot more, and there aren't a lot of musical 
possibilities outside of being in a band. | 
wasn’t interested in playing the same clubs 
up and down the East Coast anymore - 
we'd played ‘em so many times that it just 
wasn't interesting.” 

The band split town five years ago, with 
their line-up pared down to Menck and 
singer/bassist/ guitarist Paul Chastain (gui- 
tarist Jeffrey Underhill, who'd just become a 
father, opted to stay behind). Chastain is 
now back in his old home town of Cham- 
paign, Illinois, but Menck went to LA and 
flourished. In addition to his ongoing gig in 
Matthew Sweet’s band, he snagged a 1998 
tour with Liz Phair, her last to date. He 
joined Gigolo Aunts for a Spanish tour last 
year, then went back to Europe in Marianne 
Faithfull’s band but left before she hit Amer- 
ica, saying, “Her personality was just too in- 
tense for me.” He now runs the Action 
Musik label, which puts out Velvet Crush 


records along with choice reissues. Last year 
he reissued a cult classic of ’60s psyche 
delia, the Action’s Rolled Gold, and he’s 
planning to expand into books and DVDs 

The irony is, now that Velvet Crush 
aren't a full-time career for either member 
they've become been more prolific than 
ever. Along with a handful of reissues, there 
have been two new albums since the LA 
move: 1999's Free Expression and last 
October's largely acoustic Soft Sounds 
both of which tone down the brittle guitars 
of the band’s Northeast period in favor of a 
classic, California-style pop sound. Soft 
Sounds even includes a Fleetwood Mac 
cover. Menck and Chastain are now holed 
up in Illinois making two new albums, one 
a fully produced Velvet Crush disc (with 
ex-Wilco member Jay Bennett guesting), 
the other an experimental side project. And 
they’re planning to tour for the first time 
since the mid ’90s. 

“Hey, there’s no reason not to do this 
until it’s literally impossible to do so,” 
Menck points out. “Paul and I have been 
playing together for 17 years. That’s a long 
time. I don’t know if I'd say we’re underap- 
preciated. To me it feels just about right. | 
never wanted to be big —- the whole idea of 
being rich and famous is repulsive to me 
The economy’s crappy, and people are suf 
fering, but you're less affected when you 
live on the fringes. | thought making books 
and DVDs would be impossible to do, but it 
doesn’t even cost that much.” 

The idea of Menck as a star sideman and 
entrepreneur will seem only a little strange 
if you remember his persona from Velvet 
Crush shows. He was always the band’s 
loose cannon, the one who'd disrupt sets by 
coming down from the drum riser and ex 
pounding at will. “It’s true,” he laughs. “I 
totally crushed whatever crazy persona | 
had then. Maybe it was time to grow up 
and get more serious. But now | get to 
hang out with my friends and create things 
with them, and that’s the payoff.” «

Common revises his legacy 


ommon almost has it right. Isaac 

Newton said, “If | have seen farther 

than others, it has been by standing 
on the shoulders of giants.” On the cover 
of his fifth album, Electric Circus (MCA), 
the miniaturized heads of his °80 collabo- 
rators — in life and in music rest atop a 
pensive, too-serious Common, who’s bald- 
headed and sports a full beard.

House Calls 


Columbus's Great Plains scene

here’s a poignant, even grim moment 

at the close of Obsessed (Moses Carry- 

out), the solo debut by Great Plains, 
Thomas Jefferson Slave Apartments front- 
man Ron House. After tracking his middle- 
age-crazy protagonist’s troubles — first ro- 
mantic, then existential — through 11 
songs, “Implicated” ends with an acoustic 
guitar that won't hold its tuning, a 
woozy lead part from TJSA guitarist 
Bob Petric, and House dismissing the 
value of the whole enterprise: “Don’t 


the scent off with music/Don’t send 
me dead music.” 

Obsessed isn’t a confessional album 
in any strict sense; its accompanying 
press is at pains to note that the songs 
were written in the aftermath of a 
close friend’s marital difficulties. But 
House has spent the bulk of his adult 
life as a prime mover in Columbus’s 
fecund rock underground — the 
scene that gave us the New Bomb 
Turks, Scrawl, and Moviola, among 
others — as fanzine writer (the Of- 
fense Newsletter), record-store co- 
owner (Used Kids), and musician. 
When someone who’s been banking 
on the music’s saving power for this 


long calls it into question, you can’t help 
hearing the doubts as his own 

Another recent release gives us a snapshot 
of House and compatriots in, as the photo 
captions say, “happier times.” Cornflakes (Old 
3C) unearths 26 live and studio rarities by 
Great Plains, one of the Columbus scene’s 
standard bearers. Most active between 1982 
and 1989 (with the odd reunion gig since), 
the Plains are most often remembered for a

critic’s rallying cry: “I like everything I get in 
the mail for free.” 

If you’ve heard only a single Great Plains 
song, it’s probably this one, which is a shame 
Although House’s unsingerly whine helped pi- 
geonhole the band as “geek rock,” he was als¢ 
capable of microphone-shredding desperation 
and unhinged vocalise, and his lyrics celebrat- 
ed everything from civil rights (“Martin 
Luther King and Martin Luther Drinking”) to 
bakery overstock (“It’s day old, but it tastes 
great”), a combination that one previously un- 
heard song on Cornflakes aptly labels “Po Mo 
Fo Po Folks.” Behind House, the band’s main 
sonic architects, brothers Mark and Matt 
Wyatt, conjured loose swirls of trashy guitar 
and cheap combo organ more akin to a 
Nuggets obscurity than to by-the- 
numbers barre-chord punk. 

The 2000 double disc Length of 
Growth, which compiled Great Plains’ 
early, self-released EP and three 
Homestead albums, is the best road 
map to the band’s work. Still, 
Cornflakes fills in important peaks and 
valleys, with alternate takes of their 
rawest (“Chuck Berry’s Orphan”) 
and craftiest (“Serpent Mound”) ma- 
terial, oddities like the country-styled 
“History of Sin,” and songs slated for 
their never-completed final album 
The real revelations are the discs 
cover versions, which seem to have 
been chosen on the principle of maxi- 
mum inappropriateness for House’s 
voice. To hear “Everyday People” or 
Dusty Springfield’s “Every Day | 
Have To Cry” run through the art- 
garage grinder is to hear the very 
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e C Plains sists. B S Dec

The 
Mannerist Age, his latest, is split between sleek 
clockwork instrumentals and understated vocal 





numbers with somber melodies and careful 
four-track arrangements akin to Elliott Smith’s 
But peel away the drum programs and delay- 
blurred guitars and you'll find Nini, like House 
giving notice of his diminished expectations 
from a career in rock. “The Next Seattle” 
(which Columbus briefly appeared to be in the 
mid ’90s) makes an earnest case for music’s 
private satisfactions: “I don’t want to be 
around/When the circus comes to town I'm 
happy by myself.” 

The Columbus music community, though 
still productive, has suffered some tragic losses 
in recent years. The prolific, hard-living Jim 
Shepard (Vertical Slit, V3) hanged himself in 
1998; guitarist Jerry Wick of punk-rock true- 
believers Gaunt was killed by a hit-and-run 
driver while bicycling home in January of 2001 
Their stories may be one factor in the self- 
questioning, sometimes bitter tone of both Ob- 
sessed and The Mannerist Age. But life and 
music go on: a recent e-mail from Nini an- 
nounced that a re-formed Great Plains (along 
with fellow lifers Mike Rep & the Quotas and 
Screaming Urge) played a home-town show on 
January 4, with House planning to “finish the 
lyrics” to some of Cornflakes’ rougher numbers 
for the occasion 

The next big thing? Not likely. Conde- 
scending, or “dead” music? Definitely not. @

Although still 
under-appreciated, Magic Sam (1937- 
1969) ranks among the best, most in- 
novative blues performers to emerge 
since 1950. He didn’t do much record- 
ing, so these 1963-1968 performanc 
es cut in Chicago clubs take on added 
significance. A commanding vocalist 
with an excellent range, Sam mixed 
gospel and blues influences and used 
vibrato and melisma expressively. The 
unforced power of his voice is in evi- 
dence throughout this disc, particular- 
ly on “Every Night, Every Day. 

As impressive as his singing is 
Sam's guitar work. A fine technician 
he was fond of triplets, and he em- 
ployed tremolo effectively. He con- 
structed his solos logically and swung 
infectiously, and they always showed a 
nice sense of development. And he 
never failed to provide his vocals with 
tasteful accompaniment: his obbligato 
work during “!
